Mrs. Cleveland Delighted at the Approach 
of the Lenten Season. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 18.—There 
is no one in Washington who hails the ap- 
proach ofthe Lenten season more gratefully 
than Mrs. Cleveland. While the entertain- 
ments at the executive mansion during the 
present season have not exceeded in number 
those of previous years the demand upon her 
time and strength has been unprecedented. 


A prominent society lady, a veteran in official 
circles, said to-day: ‘‘Mrs. Hayes was very 
pope et. and her receptions, as well as those 
of Mrs. McElroy, President Arthur’s sister, 
were well attended, but in all the years I 
have lived in Washington I have seen nothing 
like the crowds that gather at the White House 
when Mrs. Cleveland is toreceive. The gen- 
eral public does notappearto be satisfied 
with the regular public receptions, but thou- 
sands crowd in at all the special levees held in 
honor of the army and navy, the diplomatic 
corps and the Congressional receptions. 
They are animated by a morbid curiosity to 
see Mrs. Cleveland, and I am not at all sur- 
prised that she should have recently detected 
callers who passed up the line three or four 
times to shake her hand. She has fatigued 
herself of late in her desire to 
relieve the President of annoyance by taking 
his place at many of the daily receptions and 
patiently shaking hands with four or five hun- 
dred couples, the majority of whom attend 
these, gatherings religiously at least once a 
week. All this has told upon her, and when I 
saw her at the army and navy reception 
Thursday evening, though there was no abate- 
ment in the cordiality of her manner, there 
was less of color in her cheek and sparkle in 
her eye than I have ever noticed.

York on Friday, which was so cleverly man- 
aged that no one except the President and an 
intimate friend or two knew anything of 
it, rather than fatiguing her proved a very 
pleasant relaxation. he is extravagantly 
fond of traveling and has always taken a pecul- 
lar delight in hurriedly planned journeys.

DOINGS IV THE COURTS. 


DOMESTIC FXPERIENCE OF TWO HUSBANDS 
DRIVEN TO DIVORCE. 


A Potent Plea tor Temperance Measures 
Private Tippling—No New Trial of the 
Bridgeton Fire Suit—Probate Court 
Judgments Upheld—Decisions by Judge 
Valliant To-Day—New Suits Filed—Mat- 
ters in Litigation. 


A petition was entered in the Circuit Court 
to-day by Anton Bauernfeind against Mary 
Bauernfeind. The marriage took place Sep- 
tember 16, 1878, and they separated nearly ten 
years later. Mrs. Bauernfeind is acoused by 
her husband of gross intemperance. He 
alleges that she became a slave to the tippling 
habit and sold the children’s clothing at 
times in order to get money for drink. She 
had sold chairs and pillows and various ar- 
ticles of furniture at different times to satisfy 
her craving for liquor, and when her husband 
uttered a remonstrance he alleges that she 
replied that it was her intention to drink over 
his grave. One day in a fit of violence she 
emptied the contents of a bucket all over 


him. 

Mr. Bauernfeind further alleges that his wife 
was at all times grossly abusive at home; that 
she sent the children out to beg, and he was 
forced to send the two boys to his mother’s 
care at Rolla on account of the bad surround- 
ings and loose habits at home. In the end his 
wife drove him out of the house and thbreat- 
— to knife him if he attempted to come 

ack. 


Another Husband's Grievances. 


A petition for divorce was filed to-day in the 
Circuit Court by Edward Gleason against 
Annie Gleason. They were married in 1880. 
Mr. Gleason accuses his wife of neglect of her 


household duties and habits of intemperance. 
He alleges that she was violentin her de- 
meanor at home, and one day ina fit of pas- 
sion she threw some glasses and cups 
at his head and threatened to poison him. He 
also complains that she made a practice of 
going out of an evening and meeting strang- 
ers. She frequently returned home late un- 
der the influence of liquor. In the end he was 
forced toseek a separation by legal means, 
— condition having been rendered intolera- 
ie, 


The Bridgeton Fire. 


Judge Valliant rendered a decision to-day 
overruling the motion fora new trial in the 
Bridgeton fire insurance case, Davis against 
the Continental Insurance Company. The 


company had contended that the Court 
should have granted a nonsuit be- 
cause the evidence showed that the 

roofs of loss by the fire were not 
urnished within sixty days. It was doubtful 
whether the matter of time was put in issue, 
and in any case the Court holds that the plain- 
tiff’s testimony showed a legal compliance 
with the conditions ofthe policy. There was 
no evidence in the case tending to 
prove that Davis knew what caused 
the fire, except the evidence tenad- 
ing to prove that he started the fire 
himself or caused it to be done. This was the 
enly question submitted to the jury, and a 
verdict was rendered for the plaintiff for the 
full amount ef the insurance. The Court sees 
no reason for disturbing that verdict. 

It will be remembered that the insurance 
company placed a ladon the stand who de- 
clared that Davis, his employer, had ordered 
him tosetthe houseon fire. The story was 
discredited by the jury. 


Exemplary Damages Cut Off. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of the State at the relation of Ander- 
son against Ryan and others. At the trial of 
the case the jury received an instruction 


which permitted them to assess punitive or 
exemplary damages. The court is now satis- 
fied that the instruction was erroneous. The 
atatute permitting au action for a tort 
to survive the death of the wrong-doer is 
limited to wrongs done tothe property rights 
or interests of another and it does not Include 
personal injuries. Exemplary damages can- 
not be recovered against the personal repre- 
sentatives of a deceased wrong-doer. In this 
case the propery involved was a sewing- 
machine valued at 225, and the verdict of the 
jury was for $225. If the plaintiff will remit 
the $200 there will be no rehearing; otherwise 
there will be a new trial. 


Probate Court Settlements. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of McDonald vs. Keating, executor, 
A final settlement in the Probate Courtis a 
final judgment and in respect of dignity and 


importance it ranks equal with the judgment 
of any court in the land. When man 
seeks to set aside such

STREET-CAR TERMINI. 


A Much-Needed Ordinance Compelling the 
Roads to Keep These Places Clean. 


Among the dozens of city ordinances that 
have received the signature of the Mayor and 
become laws during the past few months, it 
would be a difficult matter to select one of 
more practical yalue to citizens generally 
than that compelling the street railway com- 
panies te keep clean the terminal approaches 
to their cars. Mayor Francis signed the bill 
about Friday last, and it will therefore be- 


come a law in a few days. The con- 
stant violation of its provisions 
in the past has been a theme 
for hourly complaint by passengers on nearly 
every street railway line in St. Louis, not only 
during the winter months, but in summer. 
During the season of snow and slush the ter- 
miniofsome ofthe roads have been almost 
impassabie, and in warm weather, when the 
dust has lain thick on all sides, the employes 
of the car companies have rendered the ap- 

roaches to the cars a sea of mud by throw 
ng the contents of their water-buckets 
broadcast on the street. It would be 
hard to say which line has been most at fault 
in making its patrons miserable. The nearest 
approach toa hog-waliow has been observa- 
ble at the terminus of the Citizens’ line, just 
west of Grand avenue, where the extension is 
taken for Rinkelville, at points on the North- 
ern Oentral and elsewhere. The ordinance 
— this condition of things was intro- 
duced as long ago as last spring by Council- 
man Walter J. Blakely, but slumbered in the 
committee’s box all summer. The bill is a 
most thorough one, covering every possible 
source of complaint. 

WHAT THE BILL REQUIRES. 

It requires all street railway companies to 
keep the approachesto their cars tree from 
snow, mudand dustat the termini of their 
lines, to keep clean the passageways between 
the cars of their main and extension lines 
where roads intersect, also atthe stables, and 
in short, everywhere where the stop to re- 
ceive passengers is other than mo- 
ment ° The Street Commissioner is 
charge with the enforcement of 
the ordinance and instructed to 
report to the Mayor all violations of the same 
and in addition to forward to His Honor all 
8 complaints that may be re- 
ceived from oitizens. The police, too, are 
charged with the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance, sothat it will be strange if the old 
condition of affairs continues to much longer 
exist, especially since there is a good, round 
fine attached to the violation of the law, its 
non-observance being esa a misdemeanor 
and every day of the violation a separate and 
distinct offense. 

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 

Speaking of the bill this morning Mayor 
Francis said: The ordinance is a good one 
and entails no hardship onthe street railwa 
companies.

THE LUMBER TRADE. 


HOW CHICAGO HAS ENTIBELY LOST HER 
GRIP ON IT. 


Causes Which Have Worked This Disaster to 
the Windy City—A New Arrangement 
Which Will Boom Chicago—The Immense 
Forests of California, Oregon and Wash- 
ington Territories, Which Will Stave Off 
a Lumber Famine in This Country fora 
Century at Least—Some Interesting In- 
formation. 


J. P. Simonson, a large lumber dealer of 
Chicago, who has been stopping at the Plant- 
ers’ remarked to a POST-DISPATCH reporter: 
**Thne lumber business has within the last few 
years undergone very great modifications and 
threatens within a very short time to 
change its location entirely, owing to the 
exhaustion of the fields from which the prin- 
cipal supply has hitherto been drawn. Al- 
ready Chicago, from being the head and front 
of the lumber business of the West, has sunk 
to a position of equality with, or even inferi- 
ority to some of the Northwestern towns, 
Duluth and Minneapolis, showing a 
wonderful growth. The cause of this 
is that the ggrekt peninsula of Michi- 
gan, which ten years ago was the 
great source of supply and which was princi- 
pally owned by Chicago firms, has been almost 
completely denuded of trees, and can no 
longer supply material for one-third of the 
mills, Large tracts in Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota stillfurnish an abundant supply of tim- 
ber, but this is being fast cut off, and, 
at any rate, is of far more ad- 
vantage to the Northern Lake and 
Mississippi River towns than to Chicago. 


Our lumbermen have been turning their atten- 
tion toward Canada, where thousands of acres 
of splendid timber lands are still untouched, 
and nearly the whole of this is now under lease 
by American capitalists. The lumber, how- 
ever, will be sawed further east than Chicago, 
Detroit probably being more benefited than 
any other city by this change of base. Many 
of the leading dealers have turned 
their attention toward tue wooded 
districts of Missouri and Arkansas, 
and the Tennessee Mountains, in all of which 
sections large purchases of timber land have 
recently been made. But these forests will 
not supply the demand forany length of time, 
and before many years have passed the lumber 
— of the Mississippi Valley will be at an 
end. 5 
PLENTY OF LUMBER LEFT. 

This state ot affairs is most serious, Mr. 
Simonson went on to say, ‘‘and would be 
portentous of evil were it not that the United 
States still contains one of the grand- 
est forests in the world which is 
at yet comparatively unteuched. From the 
north central portion of California all through 
Oregon and ashinagton Territory, and ex- 
tending from 250 to 500 miles east, is an un- 
broken expanse of virgin forest, untouched 
by the axe and containing some of the finest 
timberin the world. Forest fires rage for 
weeks, and even months in this forest with- 
out making any perceptible impression on the 
mass, and at a rate of consumption much lar- 
ger than the present, the supply would not be 
exhausted for a hundred yearsto come. The 
trees, especially the pines, are of a size un- 
known in the East, while the hard wood for- 
ests are almost asextensive asthe pine. The 
red woods bave been cut off in the central sec- 
tion of California, and some steps should be 
taken to preserve this most valuable timber 
as itis not so plentiful as other varieties and 
bas certain qualities 1 by no other 
wood. It has a splendid cleavage in any direc- 
tion, takes a hig polish, and is practically in- 
combustible. The fact that fires in San Fran- 
cisco, which is built almost entirely of wood, 
are rare, and the destruction caused by them 
slight, is due to the fact that the houses are 
bullt of redwood, which smoulders but 
does not blaze, and a fire, 
even if it gains force enough to 
consume a single building, is easily prevented 
from spreading. For many purposes itis the 
best timberin the world. Planks of almost 
any dimensions can be secured, as the trees 
are immense, being inferior in size only to the 
famous Big Trees, which are themselves a 
kind of redwood, and their destruc- 
tion should certainly be prevented by 
legal enactment. A peculiarity of the 
Pacific slope forests, which must ere 
long become the great reservoir of oura tim- 
ber supply, is that, unlike the Eastern forests, 
the different varieties of trees are not inter- 
spersed, but each grows by itself, there being 
tracts many miles in extent where nothin 
but pines can be found, and where the groun 
is covered with the needles three feet deep. 
Other districts are found where redwoods 
only are met with, while if oaks are seen 
nothing but underbrush is to be found in the 
vicinity. The railroads which are penetrating 
this vast forest region from all directions fur- 
nish a means of transit which previously did 
not exist, and the present generation need 
have no fear of a failure of the supply of tim- 
ber, although it will be drawn from quarters 
far distant from the present source.

MRS. LANGTRY’S MINE, 


Contractors Boring an Artesian Well Strike 
Rich Silver Ore. 


CARSON, Nev., February 13.—So0me months 
ago, while contractors were boring an arte- 
sian well on Mrs. Langtry’s (the actress) place 
at Ourson Forks, the drill came upon a forma- 
tion of rock which lay between the clay walls. 
The formation was so hard that the drill 
bounded up, and it required seven 


feet of drilling to penetrate and 
reach under the clay wall. When the 
debris of the rock came out it attracted the at- 
tention ofthe borers. A few ounces of the 
rock were taken to the Bullion and Exchange 
Bank, where it was assayed. The assay was

A REAR COLLISION, 


Which Caused a Sensation at Main 
Depot This Merning. 


An accident which might have proved 
serious Occurred at 7:21 this morning near 
Main Street Depot. The Ohio & Mi 
train, due at 7:2 a. m., was @& 
minutes behind time. Instead 
coming straight through, the train 
stopped for a while at the Main Street Depot.

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COLORED CITIZENS ASK FOR THE REMOVAL 


OF TWO TEACHERS. 


Alleging That the Occupations ef Their Hus- 
bands Exert a Bad Influence on the 
Children—A Domestic Rew Which Will 
Be Ventilatedin the Teachers’ Committee 
of the School Board—How an Expendi- 
ture of 818 Was Necessitated—Investiga- 
tion of the Methods of Seme of the Col- 
ored Principals. : 7 


This afternoon the Teachers’ Committee of 
the School Board opened up a lead which 
promises numerous developments. The sub- 
ject was brought to the attention of the 
Board by a petition from Messrs. 
8 M. Wilson, John Oasey and Francis 
Dorsey, three colored citizens who ask that 
two of the colored lady teachers in the schools 
be removed on account of the moral influence 
now exercised by them over the children. 
The movement, which has become decidedly 
personal, started last November, when a 
meeting of colored citizens was held at the 
First Colored Baptist Church on Clark 
avenue for the purpose of taking 
steps to improve the condition of the 
colored school children. At that meeting it 
was resolved to petition the School Board to 
remove the Sumner High School on Eleventh 
street, near Spruce street, to a more suitable 
neighborhood. The objections urged against 
the present location were that the children on 
the way to and from school were obliged to 
pass disreputable places, and that the sur- 
roundings were so noisy as to interfere 
with class work. At that meeting a 
committee was appointed to recommend 


more detailed suggestions for the improve- 
ment of the colored people, particular Cit 
matters relating to education. Mr. S. M. Wil- 
don was made chairman of a sub committee to 
make the investigations. Three reports were 
returned. Two of them were rejected. Such 
Was the fate of Mr. Wilson’s, which was 
fearless in its tone and possibly 
threatened to hurt several of the 
would-be reformers. The substance of this 
report has since been embodied in the form of 
the petition signed by the men named above. 
It was presented to the Teachers’ Committee 
and referred for further investigation to a sub- 
committee consisting of Directors Richardson, 
Barstow, Sheahan and Bauer. 
IT ALLEGES 

that two of the colored teachers ara the wives 
of men, both of whom have kept ‘‘crap 
houses’’ and have frequently figured in the 
criminal courts. The allegation in the first 
case brings the matter more fully within the 
jurisdiction of the Board. Itis alleged that 
the recent absence of one of the teachers from 
the school for a period of three or four weeks 
was necessitated by the confinement to her 
home of the teacher, who was recovering 
from the effects of a beating received at the 
hands of her husband during a domestic dis- 
pute which it is reported arose concerning 
the pawning of a pair of opera-glasses. The 
better-half of the teacher does not deny that 
he beat his wife and pieads justification and 
charges r with misconduct in disposing of 
commond property of the family. He also 
charges that the investigation and request has 
been prompted by personal animosity on the 

art of Mr. Wilson, in whose expulsion from 

t. Ann’s Church hetook a prominent part. 
Mr. Wilson clears his motives of this suspicion 
by forwarding to the committee a letter from 
Pastor C. M. C. Mason contradicting the state- 
ment and asserting that the teacher’s hus: 
band had no connection with the church 
troubles. ‘4

HOW INDIANS FIGHT.

A VETERAN TELLS THE PECULIABITIES OF 
THE VARIOUS TRIBES. 


Deserved Their Blood- 
urdling KReputation—The Best Drilled 
ere the Peculiar Fighting

The Comanches Never 


man’s Terrible Life as an Indian Fighter | 


—Cavalry Horses Growing Very Scarce. 


**Ihave had many years’ experience as & 
purchaser of saddle-horses,’’ remarked a 
Major of cavalry, on his way to Chicago, to a 
Post- DISPATCH reporter in the corridor of the 
Southern Hotel this morning, “‘having been & 
member of horse boards for the last thirty 
years, and having bought thousands of cav- 
alry horses for the United States service. I 
therefore feel that I know whereof I speak 
when I say that the supply of good saddle- 
horses in the country is smaller than it has 
been at any time since the war. I do 
not mean that there are fewer thoroughbreds, 
tor there are probably more, but horses suita- 
ble for other purposes than racing and park 
use are becoming rarer every day, and al- 
though the price paid by the Government Is 
higher than it has been for the last twenty 
years, it is very diffiicultto secure proper re- 
mounts for the cavalry, while ten or even five 
years ago at least three times as many horses 
able to pass muster were presented as the ad- 
vertisements called for. The horses that were 
Tralsed in the country districts of Kentucky 
and Missouri were splendid animals for 
all around use, but now there seems to be 


nothing between the weedy, delicate racer, 
— fora mile dash, but who would break 

own in a three days’ forced march, and the 
heavy animalthat does excellently for wagon 
or light artillery use, but is too slow and 
clumsy for the cavalry. Even when we get 
a horse that has at once bone and stamina, 
it is nearly always the case that he has a long 
back, that curse of the cavalry horse, 
for weak kidneys are inevitably the result 
after one season’s campaign. Horse boards 
now have to go over the country with a fine- 
toothed comb to find the active, short-coupled 
horses that are the best for service, and which 
used to be found on every large farm. Unless 
something is done by breeders, the splendid 
saddle-horses for which the Mississippi Valley 
once was famous will entirely disappear. 

A CAVALRYMAN’S LIFE. 

I have served on the plains nearly contin- 
eae for more than thirty-five years,’’ con- 
tinued the speaker, ‘‘and am lerably {a- 
milar with all the features of cavalry life. A 
cavalryman always has a frontier station and 
only sees civilization during his brief leaves. 
Oivilians do not realize the hardships and ex- 

osures to Which a cavalryman is subjected. 

© has seasons of idleness, but aleo 2 — 
riods of great exertion, and as a proof of the 
effect of his life it can be safely stated that 
scarcely one man outof ten reaches the age 
of 45 without being seriously broken 
down, Indian cam paigns are the 
cause of this. I bave fought and 
chased Indians from the British line to 
the Rio Grande, and know what campaigning 
means. The Indians always get a tremendous 
start of the cavalry, and seldom are over- 
taken. The army has been blamed for its ill 
success, but when the circumstances are un- 
derstood it is wonderful that so much has 
been accomplished. The Indians never at- 
tempt to commit outrages in the vicinity of 
an army post, and news seldom used to arrive 
until twenty-four hours or more had 
elapsed and the Indians had a long start. 
Nearly 1 they are provided with re- 
mounts, the loose horses being driven before 
the band, and when an animal shows signs of 
fatigue another is remounted and the flight 
continued on afresh animal. Horses are also 
stolen wherever met with and the consequence 
is that the trooper, who is confined to the use 
of a single animal, has a poorchance of over- 
taking the Indians. As a general thing they 
can fight or escape as they please, 
and never do the former except when in over- 
whelming numbers. Tae fatiguesof one of 
these fruitless marches, generally made on 
short rations to secure celerity of movement 
by avoiding carrying baggage, can well be im- 
ined, and the condition of man and beast 
after atwomonths’ campaign is wretched in 

the extreme. 
THE HARDEST FIGHTING INDIANS. 

* #4 the active Indian 
paigning 8 eonfined to Arizona, but 
when I was a young man 
the; northern Sioux, northern Cheyennes, 
Piegans and Blackfeet in the north; the south- 
ern Sioux and the Cheyennes and Arapahoes 
on the central piains, and the Comanches and 
Kiowas, south ofthe Arkansas, keptus busy 
all the time. Of all these Indians the Kiowas 
were the best drilled, it being hard to distin- 
guish them from the dragoons ata distance of 
two or three miles. The Comancnes never 
deserved their great reputation, as they were 
poor fighters, doing well against 
the Mexicans, but never standing against 
United States troops. The Cheyennes were 
noted far and wide as the most determined 
and fiercest fighters, but their energies were 
more constantly directed against their heredi- 
tary enemies, the Utes, than ainst the 
whites. The Sioux were the largest and most 
powerful tribe, and gave us more trouble thm 
any others. They were in their way 
as drilled as the Kiowas, 
I y having seen a single 
chief direct the movements of a thousand 
warriors, scattered overan extent of country 
five miles in diameter, simply by the flashing 
of a little mirror held In the hand. The Black- 
feet, being foot Indians, were more easily 
reached and after one or two lessons never 
gave any more trouble, although last winter 
they threatened an outbreak. The Crows and 
Pawnees, being hated by all other tribes, 
were our allies, and made our best trailers. 
The Utes, while less daring than the Plains 
Indians, from their situation in the montains 
were enabled to ambush the troops very easily 
and many lives have been lost in this way. 
Fighting withal was rather a run than a com- 
bat and the troops had for many years little 
chance against them on accouut of their 
great celerity of movement. It was 
not until the winter of 1876, when Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles began his series of winter 
campaigns that the Plains Indians were 
pe mee - subdued. That officer followed 
their trail in the coldest weather, drove them 
from their winter camps, and although unable 
to overtake them, keptthem constaatly on the 
move. ThelIndians, sensitive to cold, and 
ill provided with clothing, died like sheep 
of hardshi and exposure, and one by 
one the ands, fairly tired out, 
in, surrendered, and were disarmed and put 
on reseryations. The winter campaign more 
than anything else broke the power of the 
plains tribes, but at terrible expense to the 
troops, who were exposed to the fury of the 
Western storms in the coldest months in the 
year. The youngsters in the army regret the 
disappearance of the Indians, but we old fel- 
lows, who know whata winter march is, are 
most thankful thatthey are over, probably 
forever.’’

A CHANGE OF POSTS. 


The German Minister Transferred to Brus- 
sels—Cleveland’s Florida Invitation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcHu. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., February 18.—An im- 
portant change is about to be made in the 
diplomatic corps at Washington. Baron H. 
Von Alvensieben, German Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary since 1884, is to be transferred to 
Brussels to succeed Count Von Brandenburg, 
whose great age compels him toretire. In 
view ofthe complications at present existing 


between the Governments of France, Ger- 
many, England and Russia, the importance of 
the Belgian Ministry is so well understood that 
the transferis generally looked upon as a 

romotion. During his stay in this country he 

as made many warm personal friends and 
has become one of the most popular members 
ofthe diplomatic corps. Until the appoint- 
ment of his successor, who has not yet been 
named, Baron von Zedtwitz, at present Secre- 
tary ef the German Legation, will act as 
charge d’affairs. This important change was 
entirely unexpected, the official dispatch an- 
nouncing the transfer, which arrived Satur- 
day night, being the first intimation 
recefved either by the German Legation or the 
State Department.

FOUR DIRECT DESCENDANTS OF MOHAM- 
MED, THE PROPHET. 


The New Arrivals te Establish Stores in New 
Orleans for the Sale ef Indian Goods—The 
Great Indian Circus, With Wonderful 
Performers—A Railroad Run by Mon- 
keys. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, February 13.—Calmly reposing 
on a modern settee in the big rotunda at Castle 
Garden, where they have been since the ar- 
rival of the Waesland from Hamburg on Satur- 
day, the POsT- DISPATCH correspondent yester- 
day found four Mohammedans who have, as 
they allege, come to this country to establish 
stores forthe sale of Indian goods at New 
Orleans. Syed Abunim Hassa, who acted as 
spokesman for the party and who spoke very 
good English, is a curious dark-skinned little 
gentleman, with a black beard and mustache, 
large dark eyes, black hair and dazzling 
white teeth. Upon his head he 
wore a little velvet turban or dap. 
with a band of gold lace encircling it. His 
companions, who were all more muscular than 
himself, were dressed something like farmers, 
except that each wore a turban like the leader, 
though of inferior quality. They all claimed 
to be direct descendants of Mohammed 
the Prophet, and Syed Hassam said his 
father, who was named Syed Bandaiz Ali, was 
amerchant at Calcutta, India, from which 
olty they had eome. Lou know.“ added the 
speaker, showing his teeth in a broad smile, 
%% have no surnames in India. We are all 
named after our father, Mohammed, and are 
all Syeds. We came from Calcutta to London 


on the steamer India. 
HERE ON BUSINESS. 

„Why did we come here?’’ repeated Syed 
Hassam. ‘‘Because I heard this was indeed a 
goodly country and that goods from India 
go off rapidly. Ibave brought a small con- 
signment with me and I am waiting to get 
them through your Custem-house. I shail 
lay in at New Orleans some $5,000 worth, and if 
I do welll shall write to Syed, my father, for 
more goods. But I have something more 
interesting for your paper. We have during 
the last year in India started a great — 
which is coming 1 this country very soon, 
and it you like I will tell u of it. The 
newsman was willing and the Indian . 
to spin his yarn about like this: 

Our circus is called the Great Indian Oircus, 
and it’s what you call a stock concern, but it 
is entirely in the hands of natives of India. 
The big tent is bigger than this building,’’ in- 
| dicating the — a, and there are 81 o tents 
where the material ts kept for use—the what? 
The what-you-call-it, the horses, the wagons, 
and ali that. The performers are all natives. 
Even the trainers are Indians. The perform- 
ers are wonderful, some of them. The 
girls are no more than 10 or 11 years 
old and they will ride a horse at 
full speed around the ring on one foot, 
jump through paper-covered hoops, dance on 
wires, balance on one footona stick stuck in 
the crossbar of the trapeze, and many other 
wonderful tricks. One ot the men stands on 
this stick in the trapeze and takes off about a 
dozen suits of clothes, until he appears in 


tights.

MUCH-MARRIED MILNE. 


The Sleek Scheme of a Scotchman to Delude 
an Unsuspecting Wife. 


BoOsTon, Mass., February 11.—George W. 
Milne, the Scotchman, came here in 1883 and 
settled in Roxbury. Although he had a wife 
and children in Scotland, he became engaged 
to and, later, married a Scotch lass in Rox- 

ury. He said he was a widower. During bis 
engagement to the Roxbury girl his legal 
wife arrived with her five. children. 


He established them in Roxbury. This was a 
very bold thing to do, and after a while the 
girl to whom he was engaged met his wife in 
the ordinary course of acquaintance- 
ship. Her name was Lydia .. Crock- 
ford. To her, he said, his legal 
wife was his sister and ofthe children three 
were hers and two his own by his deccased 
wife. Thestory isthat George then enticed 
his wife to agree to the deception by 
threatening to leave her and being in a strange 
land away from relations and friends she 
yielded to her husband’s commands. The 
story appeared at first to Miss Crockford as 
plausible; and for a time she believed it and 
soon after was induced ts marry George, 
one child being the result of the 
union. After the marriage, George, 30 
it is said, hired a house, moved 
wife No. linto it and tried to induce wife No. 
2 to go there also, but she became suspicious 
and refused. This separation proved very in- 
convenient to George. Wife Ne. 1 he easily 
managed by frequent threats, but wife No. 2 
proved troublesome. Wife No.2 was located 
after her marriage at Somerville. She was 
finally convinced that 

SHE HAD BEEN DECEIVED 
when one day she made the acquaintance ofa 
young Scotch girl, who, in Glasgow, was not 
only acquainted with George Milne but 
had visited the home of wife No. 1 
frequently in Scotland. The young woman 
at the request of wife No, 2 visited wife No.1 
and found her to be none other than her old 
friend and'the legal wife of George Milne. This 
she reported to wife No. 2, who procured 
a warrant and George was arrested 
at a Winter street dry goods store 
last month and arraigned in the Roxbury 
Municipa] Court, where a strange incident oc- 
curred. ife No. 1 swore that she was not the 
wife of George Milne, but his sister-in-law, 
peculiar action on her part being due epee 
to the threats of George or a wis 
to shield her husband who if convicted would 
leave her without a home, and George pro- 
duced a certificate in court which he alleged 
came from the authorities in Scotland certit - 
ing to the death of wife No. 1. The Judge, 
however, held Milne for the Grand Jury 
ona charge of polygamy. Meanwhile wife
